Lindsell, to reject a proof of a debt 
amounting to $3,660.60, filed by 
Katar Singh, registered money- 
against Archibald Hynes 
Roberts, trading under the style of 
the Victoria Printing Press. 

Katar Singh- was- represented by 
Mr. H. Somerset Fitzroy, instruct- 
ed by Mr. C. A. S. Russ, while Mr. 
Andrewes appeared as Trustee. 

Mr, Justice Lindsell said: 

In 1931 Kartar Singh, who was 
and is a registered moneylender, 
lent the sum of $1,300 to A. E. Hall 
(since deceased), the debtors 
‘brother-in-law, on the security of 
‘several promissory notes to the face 


-| value of $2,600 which were signed 


by Mr. Hall, Mr. Roberts and an- 
other. The interest - charged ‘was 
never less than three per cent. per 
month on the amount actually ad- 
vanced and at the beginning was 
considerably higher. 

The loan ran for 444 years dur- 
ing which Kartar Singh . received 
various payments by way of inter- 
est or otherwise, totalling) (as he 
himself. admits) $2,860, and a fur- 
ther sum of $360 was paid by the 
debtor by instalments in respect of 
the judgment debts. ‘Thus, by. 
October, 1935, when the original 
debt became merged in judgment 
debts, Kartar Singh had received 
from the debtor a sum of just over 
$1,000 more than the amount of the 
loan, in other words he had got 
.back his capital with interest 
‘thereon amounting to about 18 per 
cent. per annum. 

In my view it is harsh and un- 
conscionable in Kartar Singh to at- 


tempt to squeeze this debtor any | 


drier, and, I therefore, direct the 
Trustee to reject his proof.” 
‘Costs were awarded Messrs. 
Percy Smith,’ Seth and Fleming,

NEW DECREE 
AFFECTS EVERY 
GERMAN GIRL — 


Berlin, : asian: 

Twelve months’ work either in a 
household or in the country will be 
required from January 1. 1939, on- 
wards from every German girl who 
intends to take up a profession in 
an office or factory. 

The decree, issued. by Field Mar-° 
shal Goering, who is charged with 
earrying out of the Four Year . 
Plan, renders such duty obligatory 
for all unmarried German women 
under 25 years of age before tak- 
ing up their professional tasks. — 

This obligation had already ex-—- 
jsted to a limited extent. since, 
March 1, 1938, but all limitations 
‘and exceptions will henceforth be 
‘removed. 

The object of the measure !s to 
afford assistance to overworked 
peasunt women and mothers of nu- 
merous children.—Trans-Ocean,

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| THE WEATHER OF |YESTERDAY'’SI 


_ DECEMBER 


December was abnormally dry, the 
only rainfall recorded being occasional 
slight drizzle. Although . frequent 
sunny days were experienced, the 
month on the whole was more cloudy! 
than usual. During the first three 
weeks of the month temperatures were 
nbove normal; a fall in’ temperature 
took place on the 26th, and from then 
until the Bist the wenther was cold. 

The mean temperatures for the 
month was 64.7 deg. F., against a nor- 
mal of 62.9 deg. A maximum of 78.2 
der. was coeorded on the 8th, and a 
minimum of 51,1 deg. on the 30th. The 
mean relative humidity was 76%, which 
is 7¢ above normal. 

Sunshine amounted to 124 hours, 
which is 650 hours less ‘than normal, 
The total rainfall was only 0.01 inch, 
against a normal of 1.15: inches. The 
deficiency of rainfall which was exper- 
jenced throughout almost the whole of 
1938 continued until the end. and this 
year was the driest recorded since 
1895. - — 

The maximum wind velocity in a 
gust recorded in December ‘was 42 
m.p.h., at ee on the 11th-12th.
